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A FEW HINTS ON 
TREE PLANTING BY 
JOHN GLAMBECK 


From the last numpber of the “Call” 
and also from the Calgary Herald, 1 
learn that Gleichén’ had a big Horti- 
cultural meeting on March 10th and 
thet three distinguished Calgary hor- 
ticuitural experts, addressed tive meet- 
ing. A lucky thing for Gleichen, as 
the town can hardiy get too much 
advice in that direction. As a humble 
amateur in treeplanting having fooled 
«:Ound with trees for the past 20 
years, I have naturally learned a few 
tacts which I shall pass along to my 
-1eids che Cieichenites, 

In setting out trees along the streets 
1 beleive tre elm will do well, I 
have a few and so has my neighbor 
sim Burk, and we both found the eli. 
hardy. even under dry conditions, The 
only trouble appearcd to be that the 
rabbis liked the bark too well, but 
chen these pests would hardly enter 
sown, ‘Lhe northwest and Russian 
Poplars are quick growing trees and 
may do well when they get plenty of 
water on dry land they do not last 
more than 12 to 15 years. But th 
vest all around tree, to plant along 
the streets, in my opinion are Gre. 
Asi ‘They are slow growing but wii’ 
pemain after all the rest is dead even 
on dry land they do well and I havé 
rows and rows of them that are worth 
socking at even after several dry years 

For hedges there are many sorts 
nat do well hcre, such as caraganas, 
cotoneaster, spruce, lilacs, and honey 
u-kle, The caraganas are no doubt 
-ne cheapest and quickest growing of 
these for hedges. | Inside in the gar- 
dens 1 have found the following,

kia are fairly reliable, Spirea Van Hou 
tii are the hardiest of the many kinds 
of spireas, Tarbarian honeysuck!cs 
and towering currants are also hardy 
Snowberry, silver dogwood, ginalion 
maple and Japanses Barberrys ive 
4.od, There are no doubt others that 
vill grow here, but I am only men- 
tioning those I have tried out myself. 

Votn Saskatoons, Cokecherry, Buf. 
falo berries and Pinchcherrie will do 
well transplanted to the gardon ard 
theic blossoms are pretty. 

Mountain Ash, with its red berries, 
appeat to be hardy here. Amony the 
roses I find the fallowing dependabie, 
Goodendorf of small red flowers a hy- 
kivd between Rugcsa and Baleysanib- 
tors, 

Hausa a double cark red, B'anc de 
Coubert double white, Soleil de’ or 
yellow or golden, A number of the 
Phox appears to be hardicst of all. 
Among the peonies the red appears to 
be the hardiest. Dahlias also do 
fine. Then there are the Gladiolias 
that should be in every garden and 
practically all the old perennial flow- 
ers should do well in Gleichen as they 
do well on dry land. 

If any of the Gleichenites want to 
go in for small or big fruit here is 
a list they can’t make any mistake

Advance In Photography 


New Synthetic Dye Records Hitherto 
Invisible Objects 

A new synthetic dye which photo- 
graphs hitherto invisible objects was 
reported to the Optical Society of 
America by Dr. C. EB. K. Mees, direc- 
tor of research of the Eastman Ko- 
dak Company. 

This dye, xenocyanine, when used in 
emulsion on a photographic plate, 
records very short waves of heat ra- 
diation as it were visible light. These 
aewly-photographed radiations are in- 
fra-red waves much longer than any- 
thing hitherto rendered visible. 

The new dye “sees” these waves 
out beyond 11,000 angstrom units, An 
angstrom»unit is about one-two-hun- 
dred-fifty-millionth part of an inch, 
8o this latesf step into the invisible 
picks up waves a little less than a 
twenty-thousandth of an inch long, 

Objects photographed with infra- 
red have the same appearance as 
those seen with visible light.

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Balance Of World ae 
Trade Is Shifting 


Influence Of Russian Effort May Be 
Greater Than Anticipated 

Statistics now available dealing 
with trade during 1931 serve to illus- 
trate clearly how the balance of 
world trade has been shifted as a 
result of the prevailing economic con- 
ditions. British imports decreased 


showed an increase in volume com- 
pared with 1930. Exports fell off 31 
per cent, in value and 21 per cent. in 
volume. The net result was an ad- 


045,000,000. 

French imports shrank 20 per cent. 
in value and 6 per cent. in volume, 
and exports by 28 per cent. in value 
and 17.5 per cent. in bulk, thus creat- 
ing an adverse balance of $455,000,- 
000, American imports declined by 
82 per cent. and exports by 37 per 


cent., and the favorable trade bal- 
ance fell off to $307,000,000. 

During the same period Germany 
advanced to the position of leading 
exporter in the world, with exports 
20 per cent. and imports 80 per cent. 
less than in 1930 and a favorable 
trade balance of $750,000,000. The 
United States and Great Britain come 
next in order, and closely together as 
regards export values. 

Economic writers in Europe are 
drawing attention to this emergence 
of Germany as leading exporter in 
relation to the publication by the 
Russian Soviet Government of its 
program of industrial activity and 
construction for the fourth year of 
the first Five-Year Plan, According 
to this program, the scheme calls for 
the production during that year of 
nine million tons of pig iron; eighty- 
two thousand tractors; ninety mil- 
lion tons of coal—nearly twice the re- 
corded figure for 1930; $700,000,000 
worth of machinery, and twenty-eight 
million tons of oil, 

While there is no assurance so far 
that these colossal figures will all be 
realized, the gigantic character of the 
budget cannot but impress all who 
are studying world trade, and the in- 
fluence of the Russian effort upon 
that trade may easily be far 
greater than has been anticipated 
hitherto.—Montreal Star. 


Need Sense Of Proportion 


Municipalities Should Guard Against 
Excessive Spending During 
Boom Periods 

Boom peri are bad far muni- 
cipalities as they are for individuals, 
The sense of proportion is readily 
lost in both cases, It requires 
strength of character on the part of 
municipal representatives to stand 
out against the demands that are 
made on them to undertake non-vital 
enterprises during periods when 
money is easy.

Municipal governments ought to be 
capable of so directing their affairs 
that there would be small variation 
from year to year in the budget ex- 
cept that necessary to provide for 
legitimate expansion. Orgies of ex- 
cessive spending because the funds 
are easy to get should be unknown in 
municipal management. They are

Experiment In Education 


Opportunity School In Denver Is 
Filling a Real Need 

A unique experiment in education, 
carried on for the last sixteen years 
by the city of Denver, is described in 
& recent report prepared for the As- 
sociation for Adult Education by Pro- 
fessor Fletcher H. Swift, formerly of 
the University of Minnesota, and an 
associate. It is known as the ‘“Op- 
portunity School,” and owes its exist- 
ence to the intelligence and initiative 
of Miss Emily Griffith, a grade teach- 
er who saw a pressing need and de- 
vised plans for meeting it. 

A street laborer, too old to work, 
was taught the rudiments of book- 
keeping and a position found for him, 
Another old man was taught cobbling, 
and has since earned his living in his 
own home. A young hobo was given 
money for a bath, bed and breakfasst, 
with instructions to return the next 
day. A job was found for him, and he 
has held it ever since. An over- 
grown lout, who stuttered badly, pro- 
duced a card signed by a grade teach- 
er, “This boy is a moron.” When 
asked, ‘Can you read?” He repl'ed, 
“No, I can’t read, but I could draw 
what they are reading about.” He 
showed a real gift with a pencil, and 
was put in a showcard class, where 
he made good. Dozens of similar stor- 
fes are told to show the scope and 
variety of the work done by this 
school, Even training in teiquette and 
social usage has been included. — 
Minneapolis Journal.

A GOOD LAWN 


The lawn is absolutely essential 
from the standpoint of beauty in con- 
nection with any garden, an even, 
velvety sward of rich, green grass 
setting off brilliant flowers and mak- 
ing an ideal spot for the children to 
play in. We can use grass for our 
paths between the beds, though if 
there is much traffic it may not stand 
up as well as more permanent ma- 
terial like brick, flagstones, gravel, 
concrete or cinders. Our Jawn must 
be even, the grass should be a dark 
green, there must be no weeds and 
no bare spots. In planting a perma- 
nent affair of this kind most of the 
work must be done in advance. It is 
essential that the ground be thorough- 
ly dug and levelled before the grass 
is sown, If at all possible, give any 
weed seeds a chance to sprout and 
then cultivate to kill them before we 
seed down. Late frosts and heavy 
spring rains will settle the soil after 
which we should rake level again. 
Grass like any other plant responds 
to fertilizer, and while well rotted 
manure is one of the best agencies in 
this connection, in the case of lawns 
it is not so advisable as commercial 
fertilizer on account of the danger of 
weed seeds, A good mixture high in 
Nitrogen, which element furnishes the 
green gro the best to use. A 
vital factor this, as well as all 
other forms of gardening, is the seed. 
There are dozens of mixtures on the 
market and prices vary. But good 
&tass costs money because seed giv- 
ing a fine, velvety sward that will 
stand up year after year is expensive. 
Cheap mixtures will make a fine ap- 
pearance the first year, but kill out 
badly with frost and are inclined to 
develop more and more into coarse, 
rank-growing grass as time goes on. 
Reputable seed houses who depend on 
trade year after year for their own 
protection only handle grass that will 
give the best results under Canadian 
conditions and their mixtures, tested 
and approved by Government officials, 
are safe. One pound of seed is re- 
quired for every two hundred square 
feet, and where the ground is shaded 
| special seed should be used, Roll or 
pound the seeded ground thoroughly. 
This same practice is recommended 
for treating bare spots upon which 
the seed should be raked in thorough- 
ly and some protection against birds, 
like wire or branches, should be 
placed over the newly seeded spot. 


GOOD SEED IS FOUNDATION 

Because seed is so cheap and one of 
the least important factors in the cost 
of gardening, we are too apt to over- 
look its importance, Good seed is es- 
sential and we should purchase that 
especially suited to Canadian condi- 
tions. Certain varieties which may 
give wonderful results in England or 


do well in our country, and on this 
account gardeners are strongly ad- 
vised to obtain their supply of both 
seeds and plants from Canadian 
sources,

Coupons For Money 
Farmers Solve Difficulty When Banks 
Refuse To Make Loan 

“If the banks won't lend any money 
make your own money,” farmer co- 
operators at Le Roy, Sask., say. 

Last summer they had a cheese 
factory which had run several years 
ago but closed down when the price 
of wheat was high and farmers stop- 
ped milking cows. They also knew 
how to make good cheese. 

They wanted to reopen and buy 
milk to make cheese but cheese is 
&@ commodity that is not immediately 
ready for sale, It must mature for 
several weeks, 

They tried to borrow money from 
the banks on the security of their 
cheese, but banks are not interested 
in agricultural produce at present. 

So they printed coupons paying 60 
cents per 100 pounds of milk with 
promise of redemption when the 
cheese was sold. As the cheese was 
sold these coupons were redeemed 
and these farmer-financiers were able 
to pay themselves an interim dividend 
of 30 cents and a final payment of 17.9 
cents per hundred that the farmers 
got for their milk. All of the cou- 
pons were redcemed within two 
weeks of the time the last cheese was 
sold,

$150,000,000 of $200,000,000 borrowed 
in the United States last summer to 
bolster the pound, would be repaid. 

The Chancellor added that a credit 
from French bankers of £20,000,000 
($69,600,000) for the same purpose 
had been reduced to £7,000,000 ($24,- 
360,000). 

Mr. Chamberlain recalled that an 
additfonal £20,000,000 of French ad- 
vances last August were represented 
| by treasury bonds to that amount in 
the hands ‘of the French holders, 

“We have no power to require them 
to accept payment before August,” 
he said, adding that the original £80,- 
000,000 ($270,400,000) obtained from 
loans remains intact and is available 
for making repayments. 

The Chancellor said he desired to 
remove apprehension that repayment 
of the credits abroad involved a loss 
to British taxpayers. 

“The necessity of acquiring foreign 
currencies with sterling at its present 
level involves an apparent loss which 
will be borne by the exchequer on 
capital account,” he asserted. ‘This 
loss is at present offset by the en- 
hanced value of our stocks of gold.
